Annexation of a 
1500-acre tract including the 
1400-acre St. Louis airport, the 
property of McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. and other land was ap- 
rr overwhelmingly by Ber- 


eley voters in an election 
Tuesday. 
Lawsuit Filed. 
The contention that the 


Berkeley action infringed on 
Edmundson territory was raised 
in a suit filed yesterday by 
Edmundson in circuit court at 
Clayton. 

Suporting this view, Dolan 
said the same point will be 
raised in a suit that the city 
plans to file tomorrow, The St. 
Louis suit, as poe indi- 
cated, also will question the 
reasonableness of the Berkeley 
move and seek an injunction to 
prevent it from being put into 
effect. 

The suit brought by Edmund- 
son seeks a declaratory judg- 
ment* holding the Berkeley 
election to be “a nullity.” It 
also requests an injunction to 
prevent Berkeley from exer- 
cising jurisdicttion over the 
territory annexed and espe- 
cially in that portion alleged 
to be within “Edmundson’s 
boundaryies. 

The suit alleges that Ed- 
mundson’s northern. boundary, 
set when the village wagin- 
corporated in 1948, lies 80 
feet north of, and parallel ‘to, 
Natural Bridge. This narrow 
strip north of Natural Bridge 
is three-quarters of a mile 
long and includes some air- 
port property, it is stated. 

Areas Overlap. 

The southern boundary of 
the territory acquired by 
Berkeley extends to the north 
edge of Natural Bridge road, 
thus overlapping into Ed- 
mundson, the suit alleges. 

Citing provisions of Missouri 
law, the suit contends that 
when a charter city like Berk- 
eley seeks to annex territory 
of a neighboring municipality, 
it must acquire all of the com- 
munity, not part of it. Also 
the annexation proposition 
must be approved by a major- 
ity of four-sevenths of the 
votes cast in the community to 
be annexed. 

The suit states Bergeley’s 
action violated state law on 
both points. 

Gordon E. Olson, city man- 
ager of Berkeley, expressed 
confidence the city had not 
erred in drawing boundaries of 
the territory to be annexed. 

He said an expert surveyor 
worked out the boundaries of 
the area and Berkeley ‘“‘pro- 
ceeded with caution.” 

If the allegations made by 
Edmundson in its suit are cor- 
rect, Olson stated, “I will be 
surprised.” : 

He said results of the annex- 
ation election are to be can- 
vassed by the Berkeley city 
council at a meeting tonight. 
This action will make the re- 
sults official. 

Olson has said Berkeley will 
make no move to take over 
municipal administration of 
the annexed territory until it 
confers with principal land 
owners there. 

Two previous elections in 
Berkeley to annex the airport 
and adjacent territory, held in 


19388 and 1953, were invali- 
dated in subsequent legal 
action.

WASHINGTON, April 3 — 
Decisions by the Federal Com-

day. 

A confidential memorandum 
from an attorney on the sub- 
committee staff to Chairman 
Oren Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, 
lists 16 FCO cases, including 
the two in St. Louis, as pos- 
sible subjects of inquiry when 
the House ,group returns from 
the Easter recess. 

Harris has said. the sub- 
committee will go into several 
more television cases when it 
finishes with the controversial 
Channel 10 decision in Miami, 
Fla. The subcommittee expects 
to wind up the Miami matter 
before the recess. 

Purpose of the further in- 
quiry, the chairman has said, 


will be to determine whether 
influence and pressure tactics 
figured in FCC decisions 
awarding valuable television 
franchises, It will be necessary 
to examine additional cases to 
see if- there was a pattern, 
Harris has said. | 

The memorandum, a copy of 
which was obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch, lists television 
cases in the following cities for 
possible future investigation: 

St. Louis; Los Angeles; Bos- 
ton; Sacramento, Calif.; Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Indianapolis; New 
Orleans; Norfolk, Va.’ Irwin, 
Pa.; Knoxville, Tenn.; Denver; 
Madison, . Wis.; Seattle, and 
Miami, Tampa and Jacksonville, 
Fla.

GREAT NECK, N.Y., April 3 
—A postman who has been bit- 
ten by 18 dogs in a 17-year 
career has received a $9000 
settlement for injuries inflict- 
ed by a French poodle. 
Charles E. Serven received 
an out-of-court settlement from 
Mrs. Simone Sampson, the de- 
fendant in a $100,000 negli- 
gence suit. 

Serven charged he was bit- 
ten four times by Mrs. Samp- 
son’s poodle, Cindy, Sept. 24, 
1956. He said the defendant 
knew her dog had “a vicious 
disposition.” He said he was 
knocked down by the dog and 
received back injuries that laid 
him up for 10 days. 

Two months after that at- 
tack, Serven received a gift 
from a woman in Connecticut 


to frustrate over-zealous dogs. 


It has worked without fail ever 
since, the postman said. The 
gift was a three-foot-long metal 
tube equipped with batteries, 
known as a dog-training cane. 
A button in the handle acti- 
vates a vibrator at the tip. 


VILLAGE CERTAIN 
TO RENAME AIDS, 
DROPS ELECTIONS 


HARRIETTA, Mich., April 3 
(AP)—This village of 200 pop- 
ulation has not had an election 
in three years. Says Village 
Clerk George Lipar: “The 
council felt they’d get elected 
anyway, so why waste the 
money?” 

Under state law, a village 
election is required annually 
the first Monday in March. 
“What’s the use, the same 
old bunch is always. fre- 
elected,” said councilman Louis 
Lipar, 70-year-old dairy farmer 
and father of the village clerk. 
“If anyone wanted an election 
they could sure get one—if we 
had the money. It costs $200 
to hold an election. That is 
more than our $158 general 
fund budget.” 

The only paid officials are 
the clerk and treasurer. Each 
gets $75 a year. 

The elder Lipar said the 
last time a village election was 
held was in 1955. 

“Nobody wanted the election 
then, but we hadn’t had one 
in three years and we just 
held one,” he explained. 
“Didn't get much response. 
Only 20 persons cast ballots.” 
Harrietta has 55 eligible voters.

Reports that a Wellston 
policeman assisted a burglary 
ring in the $8000 safe robbery 
of the Missouri Department of 
Revenue, 2400 Big Bend boule- 
vard, Maplewood, last Jan. 19, 
were under investigation today. 
The policeman allegedly sup- 
plied a key with which the 
burglars entered the place. 

The investigations were be- 
ing made by Wellston officials, 
the Highway Patrol, St. Louis 
police and St. Louis county au- 
thorities. Three burglars have 
told police another Wellston 
officer planned a burglary in 
which a watchman was shot 
and wounded at. the Hill- 
Behan Lumber Co. in Pagedale. 

The most recent case was 
reported to St. Louis Detective 
Sgt. Fred J. Grimes and De- 
tective James Simpson in their 
investigation of the $358 safe 
robbery at Roco Petroleum 
Co., 2704 Brannon avenue Jan. 
7, 1957. They were questioning 
Charles Lucas King, 
Monroe Graden and William 
Henry Cheatham, all of whom 
have admitted participation in 
a series of nine burglaries and 
safe crackings. 

Signed Admissions. 


King has admitted in signed 
statements, Grimes said, that 
he got $2000 for his part of 
the Revenue office safe bur- 
glary. Cheatham and Graden 
denied participating in .this 
crime, but admitted they drove 
with King around the area and 
heard King say he intended to 
“knock it over.” 


With two accomplices, one of 
whom he named, King told of- 
ficers they drove to the Rev- 
enue office at about 10 p.m.

Governor Points Out 
St. Louis Area Will 
Not Be Helped Un- 
less Illinois Makes 
Changes in Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 3 
—Gov. James T. Blair said 
today he would sign the weak- 
ened Missoyri-Illinois Bi-State 
Development Agency bill passed 
by the Legislature yesterday. 
He said, however, that he is 
“keenly disappointed” that the 


measure is not the strong, 
workable bill the agenc 
wanted. ' 
“I'll sign the measure of 
course,” Blair told a reporter. 
“It is not the bill I had hoped 
the Legislature would pass. But 
it is better 'than what the 
agency now has—just barely.” 
He pointed out, however, 
that the new Missouri law 
would not help the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, even in a 
limited manner, unless the II- 
linois Legislature revises the 
basic Illinois law to make it 
conform to the new Missouri 


act. 
Project Held Up. 

Refusal of the House to pass 
the bill in its original form 
means that Bi-State cannot 
proceed now with development 
of an industrial district at Co- 
lumbia Bottoms, the 5000-acre 
tract which the City of St. 
Louis owns at the confluence 
of the Missouri and Mississippi 
ri--ers. 

“We wanted to get szoing 
with this project as quickly as 
possible in order to help re- 
lieve unemployment in the St. 
Louis area,” it was explained 
by Harry F. Harrington, a 
member of the agency and 
president of Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank. “It has been es- 
timated that such a. district 
ultimately would provide 90,- 
200C jobs, and onstruction 
would be a big factor in pro- 
viding employment at a time 
when so many people are out 
of work. 

“But for Bi-State to operate, 
the basic laws enacted by the 
Missouri and Illinois Legisla- 
ture must be identical. Since 
the legislation passed at Jef- 
ferson City is not in conform- 
ity with the Illinois law, Bi- 
State cannot proceed with its 
big project until the disparity 
is corrected. 

“We now must try to get the 
Illinois Legislature to revise its 
bill and make it conform to the 
Missouri law. Unfortunately, 
the Illinois Legislature does 
not meet until next January.” 

Conference Version. . 

The new Missotri act was 
passed by the House and Sen- 
ate in the form recommended 
by a joint conference commit- 
tee. It throws the Missouri law 
out of conformity with the 
1953 Illinois act by denying 
certain powers sought by +he 
Bi-State Agency, and placing 


restrictive limitations on others. 

However, the measure does 
contain provisions designed to 
make more marketable revenue 
bonds issued by the agenty to 
finance its projects. This was 
0 f the major objectives of 
the legislation. 

The House, which had vir- 
tually wrecked the bill last 
week by adopting three restric- 
tive amendments, yesterday 
barely approved the measure 
as revised by the Senate-House 
conference committee. 

The vote by which the House 
passed .the amended bill was 
79 to 32, with 19 other mem- 
bers voting present. Passage 
requires 79° affirmative votes, 
a majority of the elected mem- 
bership in the House.

This was the acting Senate 
Democratic leader’s answer to 
the go-slow signal President 
Eisenhower hoisted yesterday 
on some of the big spending 
anti-recession programs of the 
Democratic - controlled Con- 
gress. 

Congress will quit after to- 
day’s session for an Easter 
holiday lasting until April 14. 
During the recess, Senators 
and Representatives will make 
first-hand checks on how the 
recession has affected their 
constituents and what further 
steps the voters feel should be 
taken to counter the business 
slump. 

The Congressmen will try 
particularly to gauge voter sen- 
timent on whether taxes should 
be cut. The President repeated 
at his news conference yester- 
day that it is too early to de- 
cide about a tax reduction. 

Road Bill Details. 

The highway bill passed by 
the House, 300 to 28, and then 
passed by the Senate by a 
voice vote contains a con- 
troversial anti-billboard provi- 
sion, The bill provides for five 
and a half: billion dollars in 
highway construction of which 
the federal share would be $1,- 
800,000,000. The three-year 
program would end June 30, 
1961. 

Opposition to the bill col- 
lapsed after members rejected, 
222 to 109, a motion to send 
the measure back to a House- 
Senate conference committee 
for further study. 

Voting to recommit the bill 
were 58 Democrats and 51 Re- 
publicans. Against were 121 
Democrats and 101 Repub- 
licans. 

The lopsided vote on this 
crucial test came as a surprise 
because Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders had passed 
the word that they were not 
pleased with the bill. They had 
expected the bill to be re- 
committed.

Decrees Designed to 
Halt Castro—Rebels 


Move on Santiago, 


HAVANA, April 3 (AP)— 
President Fulgencio Batista’s 
government today authorized 
workers to kill if necessary 
to stay on their’ jobs when 
rebel leader Fidel’ Castro is- 
sues his long-threatened call 
for a general strike. 

The order—one of three of 
the harshest decrees in the“his- 
tory of the Cuban republic— 
was issued by Batista and his 
cabinet after an all-night meet- 
ing. 

A second decree virtually 
scrapped the nation’s judiciary. 
It barred any judge from issu- 
ing a ruling against a govern- 
ment official or agency or 
against any government or le- 
gal opposition leader. Judges

Licenses to Bear Arms. 


The third order said any em- 
ployer who ordered a work 
stoppage of any kind could be 
jailed from 30 days to six 
months. 

All government ministers 
were authorized to issue li- 
censes to bear arms to Cuba’s 
160,000 public employes and 
all other workers. The decree 
absolved workers of criminal 
responsibility for any steps: 
they thought necessary, includ- 
ing killing, to prevent being 
forced into joining a strike. 

The government also decreed 
that anyone joining a general 
strike would lose his job per- 
manently. When this penalty 
was first applied in 1935 it 
quickly broke a general strike. 

Despite solid support of la- 
bor union leaders for Batista, 
Castro claims that workers are 
secretly organized to follow 
‘him. He has threatened that if 
his rebellion succeeds, he will 
try for treason any officials 
who keep working after his 
strike call is issued.

TO STAY ON JOBS CIVIL SPACE UNIT 


Jurists Hobbled by New| Non- Military Projects 


Could Be Transferred 
Quickly, He 


Senate Group. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP) 
—Non-military space projects 
can be transferred quickly to 
the new civilian agency pro- 
posed by President Eisenhower 
once the organization is set up, 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. 
McElroy said today. 


McElroy testified on the mil- 
itary’s measures to meet prob- 
lems of the missile-space age, 
before a watchdog Senate de- 
fense subcommittee. 

He said the services would 
go ahead with four or five 
scout-rocket shots to or near 
the moon which the White 
House has authorized, The job 
is being directed by the Ad- 
vanced Research Projects 
Agency, which McElroy set up 
in the Defense Department. 

McElroy added that as s0on 
as the new aeronautics and 
space agency proposed to Con- 
gress yesterday by the Presi- 
dent is in operation, it will 
take over non-military proj- 
ects. 

“If it is decided to handle 
space matters in a different 
organizational fashion the 
transfer of purely scientific 
projects can be accomplished 
expeditiously,” he said. 

Idea Approved. 

Congressional spokesmen 
gave general approval today to 
the presidential proposal, but 
some wondered if the Atomic 
Energy Commission would get 
as prominent a place in the 
set-up as they would like to 
see. There have been sugges- 
tions that space development 
work should be turned over to 
the AEC on the theory that 
nuclear engines are likely to 
power far-traveling rockets of 
the future.

Locks Halted---For 30 Years

3—A St. Louis man’s cor- 
respondence course in the art 


of picking locks was suspended 
yesterday—by a jury. He was 
given two prison sentences 
totaling 30 years in circuit 
court here after he was found 
guilty of burglary and grand 
larceny. 

The defendant is William M. 
Clubb, 27 yeays old, who broke 
into a supermarket at Roseland, 
Ark., last August. 

When arrested last October 


he was living near Bull Shoals

The trailer also contained a 
technical library, a shelf of 
books that Clubb had obtained 
to help him along in his pro- 
fession, The titles included:

WASHINGTON, April 3 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower sent to 
Congress today a defense re- 
organization plan that would 
give the Defense Secretary full 
control over all military. oper- 
ations and defense money. 

The plan was aimed at greater 
unification of the armed serv- 
ices to prepare them better for 
fighting a modern war, he said. 

“Separate ground, sea and 
air warfare is gone forever.” 
the President said in a 7000- 
word message. 

“Strategic and tactical plan- 
ning must be completely uni- 
fied, combat forces organized 
into unified commands, each 
equipped with the most effi- 
cient weapons systems that 
science can develop, singly-led 


and prepared to fight as one, 
regardless of service.” 
Undisputed Authority. 
The President asked Con- 
gress to approve changes in 
the law which would give De- 
fense Secretary Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy undisputed authority to 
carry out these responsibilities. 
Orders to unified military 
field commands would ge di- 


Tells rectly from the President, as 


commander-in-chief, and _ the 
defense secretary. The secre- 
taries and chiefs of the indi- 
vidual services would be by- 
passed in operational control 
of the nation’s armed forces, 

The President said the pres- 
ent chain of command through 
the individual services was 
“cumbersome and unreliable 
in time of peace and not us- 
able in time of war.” 

He asked for repeal of all 
provisions of the present de- 
fense law which “vest respon- 
sibility for military operations 
in any official other than the 
secretary of defense.” 

He asked also for greater au- 
thority for the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Joint Chiefs Retained. 


The President did not, how- 
ever, ask for elimination of the 
Joint Chiefs system and sub- 
stitution of a general staff sys- 
tem with only one chief. He 
did recommend that the chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs be 
given authority to assign tasks 
to the present joint staff. 

He recommended that the 
service members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff—the chiefs of 
Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marines—be relieved of the 
major part of their administra- 
tive duties as to their individ- 
ual services. 

The President said that he 
had ordered that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff “‘advise and as 
sist the Secretary of Defense 
in respect to their duties and 
not to perform any of their du- 
ties independently of the secre- 
tary’s direction.” 

Instead of giving the present 
non-voting chairman a vote on 
joint chiefs’ decisions, as s»me 
had urged, the President would 
take away the vote the service 
chief members now have under 
law. He said that, as practical 
matter, the joint chiefs never 
voted anyway. 

All Money to Secretary. 

The President proposed that 
Congress appropriate all de- 
fense money directly to the de- 
fense secretary to cover broad 
categories such as personnel 
and procurement. In the past, 
Congress has appropriated the 
money to the individual serv- 
ices. 

The President said the fiscal 
1960 defense budget would be 
presented to Congress in the 
new form. 

The old system of appropri- 
ating defense money “has 
worked against the unity of the 
Department of Defense.” He 
said that the need for such fi- 
nancial control by the defense 
secretary “is particularly acute 
in respect to his powers OF 
strategic planning and operas 
tional direction.” 4

Federal Reserve Request. 


The Federal] Reserve Board | 


asked Congress today for dis- 
cretionary power to reduce 
member bank reserve require- 
ments as part of a program to 
make credit conditions more 
favorable to economic recovery. 

The request was immediately 
incorporated in a bill intro- 
duced in the House by Chair- 
man Brent Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the Banking and ' Cur- 
rency Committee. 

Under the legislation the 
Federal Reserve would have 
the power to permit banks to 
count cash in their vaults as 
part of the _Teserves required 


by the Federal Reserve System. 

This cash on hand amoun 
roughly to about two billio 
dollars, but federal reserve 
officials said the board had no 
intention of releasing such an 
amount in one sum at the 
present time. 

Under the theory that funds 
released from 
serves are rehandied about 

six times, the release of all 
this cash could be the base 
for about 12 billion dollars in 
credit. 

The Federal Reserve recom- 
mendations also would permit 
establishment of reserve re- 
quirements for ‘central Re- 
serve city” banks (New York 
and Chicago) within a range of 
10 to 20 per cent. The require- 
ment for these banks recently 
was set at 19 per cent. “Re- 
serve city” banks were re- 
cently reduced to 17 per cent 
for reserve requirements, and 
“country banks” went ‘to 11 per 
cent. 

Federal Reserve officials said 
said the recommended changes 
would be instituted gradually 
if approved by Congress. The 
effect of the recommendations 
over the long run will be a 
tendency to equalize reserve 
requirements among the three 
classifications. 

Representative Emanuel Cel- 
ler (Dem.), New York, intro- 
duced a bill yesterday to grant 
a three-month exemption from 
individual income taxes for 
taxpayers earning less than 
$10,000 a year. Those with in- 
comes of more than $10,000 
would get no relief. 

Celler said the short-term 
cutoff would help business by 
putting “‘more money into the 
wage-earner’s pocket imme- 
diately.” 

The bill would provide a 
three-month moratorium .-of 
withhalding taxes. It would ad- 
just tax liability for the entire 
year by take that into account.

But, somehow, the state poli- 
ticians, Government engineers, 
and several affected communities 
could not get together and the 
whole project was pigeon-holed. 

After the disastrous flood of 
July 1957 in which we were vir- 
tually wiped out, the discussions 
began again, hot and heavy, and 
continued for several months. The 
human memory for misfortune is 
very short, and little or nothing 
is now heard of any plans for go- 
ing ahead with the Meramec val- 
ley flood control project. Now 
we are faced with another flood. 

With the great unemployment 
situation prevailing in this area, 
with a likelihood of more in the 
future, does it not seem logical to 
put many of these unemployed 
people to work on the flood con- 
trol project? 

Someone must, in the very near 
future, apply a lot of pressure 
where it will do the most good, 
or many of the small thriving 
towns in the Meramec valley will 
become uninhabited ghost towns, 
visited only by hunters and fish- 
ermen. Already, much revenue 
derived from business, sales and 
taxes, has been lost to St. Louis 
county and the adjoining Jeffer- 
son and Franklin counties, but 
this has been merely a drop in 
the bucket compared to what will 
be lost in the event of one more 
major flood.

federal agencies, including the Defense De- 
partment, but also would include distin- 
guished scientists and technologists. 

The broad task for this agency is to im- 
prove aircraft of all types, to develop equip- 
ment for carrying men and machines into 
space, and to preserve “the role of the United 
States as a leader in aeronautical and space 
science.” 

Three practical principles underly creation 
of NASA: , 

The first principle is unified responsibility 
for research and development. The need for 
such responsibility was most apparent in the 
“missiles mess” in the rival armed forces. Con- 
fusion of purpose and duplication of effort 
delayed our initial space effort. While mili- 
tary space efforts will remain the property 
of the Pentagon’s Advanced Research Projects 
Agency, the bulk of the space program will 
be transferred to NASA, if Congress now 
approves. 

The second principle underlying NASA is 
scientific direction. Mr. Eisenhower left no 
doubt that the agency would seek competent 
scientists at competitive pay scales. The di- 
recting board with its scientific members 
should establish a far more inspiring atmos- 
phere for research than a board of fedefal 
officials or military men alone. And much of 
the success of NASA will depend on how well 
government restores scientific confidence in 
federal work. ; 

The third and most important principle of 
NASA is civilian control. This is, of course, 
a basic principle of American government, 
covering even the defense establishment. In 
the case of NASA, civilian control also is es- 
sential to scientific direction of the task. 

For NASA should be free of bureaucratic 
and military pressures. It should be free of 
demands for immediate tangible results in 
military “hardware.” It should be free to 
engage in that kind of often misunderstood 
but really basic research that in the long run 
produces practical results, and is now the 
only hope of getting man into space. 

Finally, President Eisenhower made anoth- 
er point about NASA which deserves empha- 
sis. In a “civilian setting,” he said, the space 
agency “will emphasize the concern of,our 
nation that outer space be devoted to peace- 
ful and scientific purposes.” This is a con- 
cern to which all men gazing starward can 
say Amen. 


Lie on the Price Tag 


A customer ought to be able to know the 
actual price of the automobile he is buying. 
That is surely asking little enough. Yet it is 
asking more than many automobile buyers 
nowadays receive. To stop deceit about car 
prices is the purpose of a grand jury investi- 
gation which the United States Department 
of Justice has just opened at Washington. The 
grand jurors are looking into the practice 
known as “price packing.” 

“Price packing” is simplicity itself. The 
dealer lies to the customer about the manu- 
facturer’s suggested list price, adding several 
hundred dollars so he can seem to give an 
excessively high trade-in on the old car with- 
out actually giving it. 

The “price packing” dodge is a headache to 
reputable automobile dealers and manufac- 
turers as it is to customers. Harlow M. Cur- 
tice, president of General Motors, testified 
two years ago to a Senate subcommittee 
headed by Senator Monroney of Oklahoma 
that while the practice undermined confi- 
dence and fostered new-car bootlegging to 
used-car dealers he had been forced to con- 
done it in order to enable his. dealers to 
meet competition at local levels. One com- 
pany alone was powerless to correct the 
evil, he said. 

Perhaps the easiést and quickest way to 
break up the racket is through a law, pro- 
posed by Senator Monroney, requiring every 
new car to bear a label showing the manu- 
facturer’s suggested price. A dealer who is 
not willing to show his customer what the 
manufacturer thinks the product is worth 
does not deserve the customer’s business. The 
Monroney bill would make concealment of 
this essential fact conspicuous enough to be 
unprofitable. 


The U.S. in Canada’s Election 


The United States long has been proud of 
its amicable relations with Canada, proud to 
point to “the world’s longest unfortified fron- 
tier.” Monday’s election north of the border, 
however, suggests that this friendship has 
not been cultivated as it should have been. 

Not too indirectly, Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker’s sensational victory was a protest 
against the United States. It was Diefenbaker 
who first openly challenged some American 
policies in regard to Canada. He protested to 
Washington against surplus wheat ‘sales. 
He spoke out about the way American cor- 
porations established Canadian subsidiaries 
without letting Canadians participate in their 
ownership to any considerable extent. 

These complaints have not been given as 
much attention in Washington as many Cana- 
dians believe they should have. Secretary of 
State Dulles hardly helped matters when he 
made a somewhat perfunctory visit to the 
Prime Minister, a stop-off on his way to his 
St. Lawrence island retreat. 

Some of the issues raised by the Canadians 
may be corrected directly.by Canadian legisla- 
tion. But Canadian feelings also are involved; 
and they can run deeper than any’ material 
difference. That they did so was indicated 
by the references made to the United States 
An the recent parliamentary campaign. For 
example, Diefenbaker proposed a 15 per cent 
diversion of Canada’s imports from the Unit- 
ed States to Britain in retaliation against 
American quotas against Canadian oil. Ac- 


tually, Canada already has reduced imports~ 


from this country sharply, and her trade 
deficit accordingly. 
That United States policies should have 


asking the courts to resolve the issue. 

As the law now reads it seems to permit 
the tail to wag the dog—perhaps to the detri- 
ment of the overriding public interest. That 
is, the statutes provide that after the city 
first sets aside cash to meet the interest on 
its debt plus the expenses of the municipal 


‘hospitals, the health department and lighting 


the streets, then the total budget demands 
of the Police Board must be met. 


From the management point of view in 
City Hall this is a most unsatisfactory listing 
of. priorities. For.example, it puts street 
lighting ahead of both the police and fire pro- 
tection functions. And it puts the total po- 
lice needs ahead of virtually every other mu- 
nicipal activitye The question for the courts 
is whether the Legislature enjoys the authori- 
ty to make such an unlimited grant of power 
to the Police Board. 

The proposed police budget of $15,732,715 
for this fiscal year runs $1,263,884 higher 
than that for the year ending Monday. The 
increase is quite readily justified. Most of 
it is going to-bring the department up to au- 
thorized strength and to enlarge the police 
automotive fleet so as to save manpower. 

But these needs, meritorious as they may 
be, must be considered within the city’s total 
financial picture, and that is gloomy indeed. 
The city’s tentative budget of $64,205,884 ex- 
ceeds prospective revenues by $7,263,884. The 
proposed increase in police spending alone 
would require the equivalent of a 9-cent rise 
in the property tax rate. Without an increase 
in the earnings tax, revenues obviously will 
not approach the need and deep budget 
Slashes will have to be made all along the 
line. The city merely wants authority to make 
the police take their proper share.of the 
cuts, as they should. 


Not a Spring Tonic 


Bernard M. Baruch and President Eisen- 
hower seem to be in some agreement as to 
how to treat the slump. The elder statesman 
warned a Senate committee against a tax cut 
on grounds that inflation is still the real 
danger. He urged business, labor and con- 
sumers to act to hold prices down. Similarly, 
the Administration has often advised against 
too much government “interference” and the 
President again urged caution on tax cuts in 
his Wednesday press conference. 

It would be a happy day in April, and a re- 
turn to classical economics as well, if busi- 
ness and labor and consumers would or could 
send prices down, thus combatting inflation 
and the slump together without help from 
government. But business shows no great 
disposition to reduce prices, nor labor to re- 
duce wages, and the conditions for concerted 
private action to cut prices do not exist. No- 
body is advocating a return to federal wage- 
price controls. So if prices do come down, 
it will probably be as an unwilling answer 
to a continued slump. 

A continued slump would prove far worse 
medicine’ than the present type of inflation. 
That is why the Administration has had to 
consider government anti-recession measures 
despite its doubts about “intervention.” The 
Government is already up to its budget in eco- 
nomic affairs. By contrast, private action to 
bring prices down reads like a good prescrip- 
tion, but how can it be filled? 


Beginning of the End? 

The widespread clashes and skirmishes be- 
tween rebels and Cuban government troops 
strongly indicate that Fidel Castro has under 
way his long threatened all-out drive to end 
the dictatorship of President Fulgencio Ba- 
tista. If Batista does not resign by this Sat- 
urday, Castro says he will call a general 
strike and begin “total war.” . 

Although the 31-year-old rebel leader has 
shown increasing strength lately, both in pop- 
ular support and in guerrilla recruits, Batista 
still has the loyalty of his army. Seldom, if 
ever, has a Latin-American dictatorship fallen 
when the army remained loyal. But the post- 
poning of the presidential election from June 
until November indicates that Batista is afraid 
to trust his or his candidate’s popularity to 
any test. 

Castro has promised the restoration of ‘de- 
mocracy, a good civil service, ‘supervision— 
without nationalization — of.public utilities, 
redistribution of land, and an increase in 
the standard of living. His promises have 
appealed largely to the middle classes. A 
group of 42 organizations of engineers, law- 
yers, doctors, professors, social workers, Lions 
Clubs, Roman Catholic groups and others 
backed him in a public statement made to the 
nation last March 15. The outlawed Commu- 
nist party, which numbers 8000 and claims 
20,000 sympathizers, also backs Castro with 
an appeal for “a broad democratic coalition 
government.” 

Many Cubans believe that the United States 
government is supporting Batista because bus- 
iness interests do not want to take their 
chances with a new regime. This feeling is 
reinforced by the fact that the United States 
has shipped 4500 carbines, 20 armored cars, 
7500 hand grenades and other arms to Cuba 
in the last two years. Thus Washington is in 
a rather embarrassing situation now as it has 
been during other Latin-American revolts. 


One Game at a Time 


James Whistler said that a painter’s 
career always begins “tomorrow.” The St. 
Louis Hawks must feel the same way about 
their careers, especially on the day before 
any tomorrow’s game. The team proved it- 
self in regular season, in hard playoffs and 
in two professional championship basketball 
games in Boston. But when they returned to 
St. Louis they sought a debut which would 
make all else a mere remembrance of things 
past, and so they defeated the Celtics again. 
The next tomorrow for the Hawks is Sat- 
urday, when their careers will begin again— 
undoubtedly in championship fashion. 


LOST YOUR WAY, UNCLE? 


How to Break Russia’s Paralysis of U.S. Nuclear Policy 


Soviet Test-Ban Highlights Administration’s Timid Indecision 


An Editorial in

Russia’s announcement that she is 
unilaterally suspending nuclear weap- 
on tests places the United States in 
an extremely ugly position before 
world opinion. The extent of the 
problem results in large part from 
the timidity and stubborn indecision 
of the Administration in Washington. 

An earlier determination to seek 
an agreement ending or controlling 
nuclear tests, apart from other dis- 
armament issues, could have offset

It is quite true that the announce- 
ment is self-serving. It may be de- 
signed largely or principally for 
propaganda purposes. The move 
comes just after completion, as the 
State Department notes, of “an in- 
tensive series of secrat Soviet tests.” 
Mr. Gromyko reserves the right for 
Russia to resume testing if other 
nations do not also suspend their 
tests—which could mean resumption 
as soon as the results of the recent 
series are evaluated and new experi- 
ments prepared. 


*Too Little and Too Late’ 


Even if the Soviet Union is receiv- 
ng a free propaganda ride, however, 
he essentially negative and sour of- 

ficial American comment is not likely 
to persuade many persons abroad 
of the wisdom of this country’s 
course. 

The Soviet Union has taken a step 
that has the appearance of a con- 
structive response to-fears of nuclear 
war and the perils of radiation. The 
United States, despite the effusive 
references to the.United Nations in 
the official statement, has made no 
real response. 

Here is, indeed, a painful example 
of too little and too late. The Ad- 
ministration has rejected bold coun- 
sels for those of the persons who 
quibble about detection or who con- 
trive other reasons not to act. By 
self-righteously refusing to make any 


“concession, we have enabled the Rus- 


sians to score a brilliant psycholog- 
ical coup. 

The effect in Britain, where there 
is a great nuclear debate, is likely 
to be especially devastating. Any- 
thing the United States now may do 
on this issue will seem to be merely 
the reluctant result of Soviet ini- 
tiative: The Russians are in a posi- 
tion virtually to paralyze American 
policy. 


Way Out of the Dilemma? 


The larger question, of course, is 
not who is to blame, but how to get 
out of the dilemma. The United 
States could decide to flout world 
opinion and proceed undaunted with 
its test program and other nuclear 
developments. But this would not 
satisfy aroused feelings in Western 
Europe, let alone in the neutral 
countries; it would be portrayed by 
the Communists as warmongering 
and it would be likely to spur new 
doubts about this country. 

Or the United States could echo 
the Soviet announcement with some 
amendment or modification. But in 
the circumstances this might seem 
to be yielding to the Russians in a 


gesture which, by itself, would not 
really reduce the danger of nuclear 
war ; a 

Bor some time it has been ap- 
parent that the large nuclear deter- 
this country 
d never be 


used, as presently constituted, in any 
sane sense. A large-scale nuclear 
war probably would mean the ex- 
termination of civilization. Talk of 
“winning” such a war is nonsense. 


Likewise, talk of instantaneous 
massive retaliation is misleading. 
The threat of retaliation is useful as 
a deterrent in the first place; but 
neither country actually could re- 
taliate, after an initial blow had been 
struck, without inviting completion 
of the process of radioactive extinc- 
tion. 


In an age of nuclear parity such 
as now exists—even though some 
American policy makers do not ap- 
pear to have accepted the fact in 
their thinking—the basic danger is 
not all-out war. What the Russians 
are now doing, however, is seeking 
to neutralize the remainder of the 
nuclear deterrent. They are at- 
tempting to make impossible the re- 
liance on nuclear weapons in any 
situation. 


Neutralization as a Peril 


Since there has been so little 
American military interest in genu- 
inely small nuclear weapons, and 
since this country and its allies have 
reduced their conyentional forces in 
the face of Soviét conventional su- 
periority, this neutralization drive 
constitutes a real peril. 


There has been so much phoniness 
in Administration discussion of the 
so-called “clean” bomb that its mer- 
its have been largely obscured. This 
newspaper has noted that large 
“clean” weapons would be a contra- 
diction in terms. Yet there is one 
respect in which there is an argu- 
ment for large “clean” weapons. 

If the present large deterrent is so 
horrible in its probable radioactive 
effects that it could not be used even 
in extremis, then its deterrent value 
becomes questionable. Thus there 
would be a point to the conversion 
of the stockpile to weapons with less 
radioactivity. 

In respect of smaller weapons, if 
the “clean” argument has validity, 
we ought to be adapting the formu- 
la not only to the medium range 
but also to the very small category. 
Unhappily, the military forces have 
shown very little interest in either 


“clean” or really small weapons. 
But without such conversion, we 
may actually be arming ourselves 
with weapons which, in view of the 
Soviet propaganda campaign, would 
be harder and harder to use in any 
conflict and which, for psychological 
reasons, might prove impossible to 
use at all. 

Now, all of this may be an argu- 
ment for continuing some sort of 


tests, since more tests are apparently ° 


necessary to perfect “clean” weap- 
ons. But plainly the United States 
would be at an enormous, perhaps 
impossible, disadvantage if it sought 
to continue tests unilaterally on the 
present basis. 


Tests Under the U.N. 


There is one way out of the di- 
lemma, and that would be to place 
all further tests under United Na- 
tions supervision, making the results 
of the tests—as well as the tech- 
nology of “clean” weapons—freely 
available to the Russians. 

If some of the advocates of con- 
tinued testing are right, it would be 
possible to complete all necessary 
tests underground with no significant 
discharge of harmful radioactivity 
into the atmosphere. Meanwhile, ex- 
isting monitoring work could be 
oaintained and the demand for an 
inspection system 
could be renewed. 
To do this would 
require some ma- 
jor rethinking in 
the Administra- 


tagon. It would re- 
quire, first of all, 
full acceptance of 
the meaning of 
nuclear parity;

In Importance 
Only to Christmas, 
So Plan Carefully.

WHEN YOU THINK of the 
most important meal of the 
what comes to mind? 
Christmas, of course. But what 
dinner ranks next in import- 
ance? Easter—with its message 
of joy and its hope of happy 
spring days ahead. So it’s worth 
every bit of effort you may put 
into making Sunday’s meal just 
as “special” as it can be. 


Fortunately, all of the tra- 
ditional Easter meats will be 
available in almost unlimited 
quantities. 


Hams of all kinds and de- 
scriptions are plentiful in local 
stores. Although they will cost 
you a bit more than you paid 
last Easter, they still are a 
relatively good value. 


What a long way hams have 
come since the days when. it 
was a ritual for Grandmother 
to prepare a “country ham.” 
More and more of them are be- 
ing marketed as “fully cooked,” 
which means just exactly what 
the label says. Chances are you 
will ‘want to heat them and 
probably glaze them, ‘but they 
literally need no more cooking. 

The ready-to-eat hams, on 
the other hand, do need addi- 
tional cooking if you are to 
enjoy their flavor and texture 
at the very best. 

Hams have changed in sizes 
and shapes, too. Fat is well 
trimmed, many have all of the 
skin removed. Some are 'com- 
pletely boneless; some semi- 
boneless. There is truly a ham 
to meet just about any wits 
ence. 

This all adds up to the fact 
that they are far easier to pre- 
pare, with much less waste. 
For example, there is no 
shrinkage at all in the fully 
cooked «hams, but you must 
count on some shrinkage with 
the ready-to-eat. 

It it most important that you 
read the labels carefully; and 
follow directions implicitly in 
order to enjoy these beauties to 
the fullest extent. 

Prefer poultry for Easter? 
No problems at all. Frying 
chickens are an outstanding 
value; turkeys are a real buy. 

In some households lamb is 
the traditional Easter meat. 
Needless to say, it will cost 
more money than ham or poul- 
try, but there is plenty of it 
available including some 
this year’s crop of genuine 
spring lam lambe. 7 


EGGS ARE ABUNDANT and 
reasonable. We are advised that 
there are plenty of white eees 
in the St, Louis.market; how- 
ever, you may find seme stores 
offering vnusually good buys 
on those with brown shells 
since the white ones are in 
such heavy demand for color- 
ing.

AND WHAT ABOUT the 
fruits and vegetables for your 
Easter table? How about fresh 
asparagus, or fresh peas? Both 
are real treats; beth are of very 
nice quality right now; both are 
moderately priced. 

Artichokes, generally con- 
sidered a luxury, also are in 
the moderate category and of- 
fer “something different” for 
the holiday. 

Other vegetables in the 
moderate bracket include beets, 
cauliflower, broccoli, spinach, 
green onions and shallots. 

Cabbage came down some 
last week, but still isn’t in the 
bargain class. Beans have start- 
ed to come to market again— 
they are far from plentiful and

In Greece Easter just wouldn’t 
be Easter without lamb; Italy 
specializes in many holiday 
breads; Switzerland features a 


-coffee cake, generally prepared 


in the form of a wreath with 
a colored egg baked in it. Col- 
ored eggs also are baked into 
the famous Greek Easter bread. 
But in America-a beautifully 
glazed Ham has become tra- 
ditional (although turkey is 
beginning to make itself felt 
as a runner-up). 


Ham with a brown sugar 
glaze is no Johnny-come-lately 
to the culinary scene. Histor- 
ical records on American life in 
the early 1800s describe with 
loving detail some of the mem- 
orable dinners served by fa- 
mous Georgia hostesses of that 
era, many of them featuring 
ham with a brown sugar glaze. 

At this time of year when 
hospitality is more lavish than 
usual, it is especially impor- 
tant that the ham glisten. with 
a delicious glaze prepared with 
affectionate care. 

There are many types of ham 
(see the food marketing column 
on this page) so choose the 
type to suit your taste and 
cook according to package di- 
rections. But even the fully 
cooked variety looks and tastes 
better when coated with a 
decorative glaze. Use a slow 
oven (325 degrees) and if the 
ham is fully cooked allow about 
10 minutes to the pound (other 
types require a longer time— 
again, guided. by label direc- 
tions). 

Allow the last 15 to 20 
minutes of cooking time for 
glazing. Pour off the drippings 
in the pan and remove all the 
skin from the ham. Cut the fat 
into diamond shapes with a 
sharp knife (remember, a 
SHARP knife) and cut evenly, 
only dbout one-quarter inch 
deep. Cover with the glaze and 
then back into the oven, a hot 
one this time (400 degrees). 

Remember that the ham will 
carve more easily if you ar- 
range for a “rest” period of 15 
to 20 minutes after it finally 
comes out of the oven. Have 
the platter warm and decorate

UAW REJECTS WAGE 
FREEZE. FOR AMS. 


DETROIT, April 3 (AP)— 
The United Auto Workers Union 
has rejected American Motors’ 
suggested two-year freeze on 


wages and fringe benefits. 

The company told the UAW 
earlier it will seek new con- 
tracts to eliminate further cost- 
of-living allowances and the 
built-in annual pay rise of 6 
cents an hour based on in- 
creased productivity. * 

The union will open cdntract 
talks with A.M.C. April 15. The 
present three-year pact, cover- 
ing 10,000 union members, ex- 
pires June 15. 

The union said in its state- 
ment that American Motors 
workers “would never” appreve 
a contract aimed at holding the 
line on wages. 

Edward L. Cushman, A.M.C. 
vice president for industrial re- 
lations, told a news conférence 


his firm has “higher wages, 
more costly benefits and plant 
practices” than its big three 
competitors, General Motors, 
Chrysler and Ford. He said a 
wage freeze would permit the 


other three firms to “catch 
up” with A.M.C. in labor costs. 
The UAW accused A.M.C. of 


“distorting, misrepresenting and 


exaggerating its labor costs.” 
The union recessed its bar- 
gaining talks at Ford Motor 
Co. and Chrysler Corp. yester- 
day after completing presenta- 
tion of its profit sharing and 
other contract demands. 


Negotiations oe be re- 
sumed at Ford April 11 and at 
Chrysler April 15. Talks at 
General Motors are in recess 
until Tuesday. 

General Motors went into the 
second day of its negotiations 
with the AFL-CIO Internationa- 
al Workers on a new contract 
for 25,000 IUE members in 
G.M.’s appliance divisions.

The 
group had. protested against 
the destruction and the depart- 
ment’s earlier refusal to pro- 
vide even one copy of the 
printed report. Reporters who 
had asked for ft had been told 
that every copy had been 
destroyed. 


Don Paarlberg, assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture, told 
the subcommittee the report 
was burned because it con- 
tained “misleading” quotations 
of farmers, 


Paarlberg said that through 
a “misunderstanding” the 22- 
page report got into print in 
January with “misleading” 
quotations of farmers on why 
they thought people were 
getting out of agriculture. 

He said the report was 
the quotations were 
deleted and some “minor edi- 
torial revisions” were made, 
and a new eight-page report | 
was issued Feb. 13. | 
Among the quotations that | 
did not make the second edi- | 
tion were assorted attacks on | 
the administration's soil bank | 
program. Others among the 
queried farmers blamed the 
farm exodus on such fnon- 
political factors as drouth and 
better wages in town.

BUDAPEST, April 3 (UP) —

operation between Russia and 
the East European bloc.

‘liberation” of Hungary from

The talks were opened yes- 


terday by Khrushchev and Hun- 
gary'’s top party and govern- 
ment leaders. 
were called for today with 
Khrushchev and newly named 
First Deputy Premier Fro! Koz- 
lov heading the Soviet side. 


Further talks 


Possible Aid for Kadar. 
Khrushchev arrived here yes- 


terday four days after dis- 
closure of a meeting between 
Hungary’s Comunist party first 
secretary, Janos Kadar, and 
Yugoslav President Tito. 


Khrushchcv brushed past his 


security guards and mixed with 
a crowd of Hungarians today, 


doing some unexpected baby- 


kissing and hand shaking. 


Attending a wreath-laying 
ceremony at the Soviet and 
Hungarian war memorials, the 
Soviet Premier suddenly 
hopped over a park railing and 
started to chat sith the crowd. 

He kissed children and asked 
their names. Wreathed in 
smiles, he conversed with their 
parents. Kadar acted as his 
interpreter. 


A communique said the Hun- 
garian and Soviet delegations 
resumed their talks at noon at 
the Hungarian Parliament 
building, with Kadar and 
Krushchev heading their re- 
spective groups. 

It said the talks were held 
in a “friendly spirit.” 


Range of Problems. 


“Economic, political and cul- 
tural problems were discussed 
by) the two negotiating part- 
ners,” it said. “There was also 
an excharige of/ views on the 
present international 
tion.” 


Diplomatic sources believed 
Russia and Yugoslavia had 
joined forces to back up the 
regime of Kadar, who had been 
reported facing internal party 
trouble ‘from various factions. 


The strongest group within 
the party was reported to be 
headed by old-time Stalinists 
Antal Apro and Jozsef Revai. 


Kadar stepped down as Pre- 
mier last Jan. 27 and there 
were reports then that his days 
as party first secretary in Hun- 
gary were numbered, 


Western observers agreed 
that Hungarian-Yugoslav rela- 
tions shaped up as the main 
topic of Khrushchev’s Buda- 
pest talks. They said Khrush- 
chev’s Budapest visit may bring 
a new formula of Russia’s fu- 
ture policy with Hungary. 

“Nominal Liberalization.” 


Such a new policy could con- 
sist of some kind of “nominal 
liberalization” of the Kremlin’s 
teies with the east European 
nations, the sources said. 

A new approach 
European relations also could 
serve to contradict Western 
suggestions that Khrushchev’s 
holding the premiership as well 
as heading the Communist 
party meant he had become a 
“new Stalin.” 

(Authoritative sources in 
Vienna reported that Gen. Ivan 
A. Serov, Russia’s secret police 
chief, personally supervised 
the extensive security precau- 
tions guarding Khrushchev in 
Budapest. ° 

(Khrushchev's bodyguard of 
several thousand troops and 
police was by far the largest 
used in any of his foreign 
visits. Vienna sources said 
Serov flew to Budapest a day 
earlier to make the security 
arrangements.)

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Everybody has heard the 
expression: “An apple a day keeps the doctor away.” I 
know it’s silly to ask, but has there ever been any Ssci- 
entific proof of its validity?” Sincerely Mr. I. O. 

Answer: As for scientific proof, I know of none. How- 
‘ever, this may interest you. Dr. E. H. Lutas, professor 
‘Oof,horticulture at Michigan State College is checking on 
it. He is experimenting with 1000 students. Of these, 
500 munch on an apple every day; the other 500 are 
“sworn abstainers.” This has been going on for about 
two years. At the end of three years, Dr. Lucas may 
have some interesting data on the effect of apples on 
general health.

Their Gym, in Use Since 1877, ls in Path of froposed Ozark Highway —Program Still Going Strong

AN INSTITUTION that has 
withstood two World Wars, the 
automobile, radio, insalan oe 
and diversionary of 
modern life is in ‘aoe of 
closing up.

The highway as now planned 
would run just about through 
the middle of the old gymna- 


sium, a condition not conducive 


to doing push-ups and hand- 
springs.

thur Gude, if and when the .- 


Turner Hall closes, the impact 
will be felt much further than 
the neighborhood of Busch Ba- 
varian. 

Turners, as members of the 
society are known, come from 
all over the South Side and 
such comparatively faraway 
places as .Fenton, Kirkwood 
and Webster Groves to work 
on parallel bars, climb poles, 
play volleyball and otherwise 
occupy themselves in a manner 
aimed at “promoting sound 
minds in sound bodies.” 

There are about 800 men, 
women, boys and girls of as- 
sorted shapes and sizes who 
are convinced that 90 minutes 
of “turning” under Instructor 
Otto Eckl once or twice a week 
is the best answer possible to 
the charge that Americans are 
going soft. 

Eckl, a lean, rather smallish 
man, shares this view. And he 
hasn't come to the decision 
quickly. He has been calling 
the turn for the Turners since 
1915 and doesn’t give the 
slightest indication of being 
ready to retire. 


Eckl’s students range in 
age from 3 to 89. Dean of 
the crop is Herman Krei- 
bohm of 5201 Devonshire av- 
enue. Approaching his nine- 
tieth year, he shows up at 
the gym almost every Tues- 
day to work out with men 
half his age and younger. 
Eekl is a stern taskmaster 

who chides, wheedles, coaxes 
and praises his charges to get 
the best out of them. 

If a pupil can’t “shinny” up 
one of the 20-foot poles hang- 
ing from the gymnasium ceil- 
ing, Eckl springs toward it, 
grabs hold and gives a brief 
demonstration of how it should 
be done. Before long, he has 
his observer doing it, too. 

He uses a pointer to keep 
time as the classes move through 
their paces, stopping them from 
time to time to scold or com- 
pliment, depending on the need. 

All of these things have an 
old St. Louis touch. But strong 
emphasis on “team” sports 
nowadays, plus the tendency of 
modern Amerieans to sit in an 
easy chair while Wyatt Earp 
and other television heroes do 
the work, has almost forced 
“turning” into oblivion. 

Turners take their names 
from the German “turnverein,” 
a word meaning (loosely trans- 
lated) sports association. 

The first turnverein was es- 
tablished in Cincinnati in 1848, 
and the idea soon spread to 
other cities in the nation. It 
seemed at first to appeal mostly 
to persons of German stock and 
St. Louis's South Side was ripe 
for such an undertaking. 

The Concordia Society was 
formed Dec. 18, 1874, and its 
first quarters were at Thir-

teenth and Utah streets. But so 
great was the interest in the 
organization that it soon out- 
grew its home. 

In, 1877 the first part of the 
present “hall” was erected. In 
1908, a fire damaged the inte- 
rior of the gymnasium. Instead 
of just repairing the damage, 
the Turners made some addi- 
tions, creating the huge, barn- 
like building which now re- 
sounds to “rhythmic” exercis- 
ing done to piano accompani- 
ment. 


At the turn of the century, 
Concordia was only one of 
about 15 such organizations in 
the city. But time has taken a 
aw toll. There are only four 
eft.

While these men and others 
were practicing muscular co- 
ordination, the Turners were 
also exerting an influence out- 
side the narrow confines of 
their halls. Early instructors, 
Gude recalled, gave their time 
without charge to the public 
school system to encourage an 
a in keeping physically 
it. 

They did such a thorough 
job that the school fathers de-

classes. 

But gradually the number of 

clubs faded and now it is only 

a rather select and devoted 


group that goes forth week , 


after week for their workouts 
under Eck!’s guidance. 

While membership is limited 
to men, their families are per- 
mitted to enroll in classes, and 
women and girls have proved 
enthusiastic devotees. 

“One woman who comes in 
every week has passed her en- 


thusiasm on to her two daugh- [ 


ters and her grandchildren,” 
Gude related. 

So it goes—once a family 
member gets the Turner fever 
it is likely to spread to other 
members until all are happily 
infected.

Triumph for Russia 


NEW YORK, April 3. 


THE SOVIET UNION’S ANNOUNCEMENT that it will 
stop all nuclear testing was, of course, a diplomatic triumph 
that will advance the Soviet states in the eyes of the un- 
committed nations who dread war and want to see steps 
taken to prevent it. 

Why our Government could not have brought nuclear 
testing negotiations to some kind of conclusion before this 
will always be a mystery to me. As it is now, the Soviets 
are in a perfect position, for they say they will stop but 
put no time limit on when" they will begin again because, 
they say, it depends on when the rest of us will follow suit. 

Therefore, we and Great Britain must bear the 
entire responsibility for continuing these tests. Of 
course, we can say we have no way of knowing 
whether the Soviets are actually living up to their 
announced decision and we are already have said, 

“there is no system of verification.” 


But the world is going to believe that we are able to 
tell whether the Soviets continue these tests, and the peo- 
ples of the free world are going to ask their governments 
to work out some system of verification, if not to improve 
the machinery for detection. 


The temper of the people of the world ,as a whole, 
favors a start toward doing away with the possibility of war 
and our Western governments had better realize this. 

There has been no enthusiasm, as far as I can find out, 
for ou rannouncement that we will develop a “clean” bomb. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko, in his speech to the Su- 
preme Soviet, made fun of the idea that there could be 
such a thing as a “clean” nuclear bomb. 


1 do not think people are interested in whether 
we produce a bomb with less danger of radioactive 
fallout. They want no bombs. 

The governments of the Western world had 
better begin to recognize the fact that their people 
are anxious to see results leading toward disar- 
mament. On the whole, I think, they would like to 
see the steps taken within the United Nations. 
They feel more confident when the whole world is 
included in these negotiations, but they want to 

' gee progress made and the Soviets have taken the 
initiative away from us. | 
I am sorry that our Government has: allowed this to 


happen. This Administration has been meeting emergency -

The spear jumped for- 
ward and drove inward be- 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs. 
It went through the pleura and 
the thin part of the lung and 
stopped in the pericardium. 


The dead do not bleed, ordi- 
‘narily, but the right auricle of 
the human heart holds liquid 
blood after death, and the 
outer sac holds a serum called 
hydropericardium.

ed an audience of Pontius 
Pilate. It was granted, and 
Joseph asked for permission 
to bury Jesus of Nazareth at 
once. 


Pilate was startled. He did 
not believe that Jesus was yet 
dead. Joseph insisted that he 
had seen Him die with his own 
eyes. To settle the matter, the 
Roman ordered a horseman to 
Golgotha at once to get a re- 
port from Abenadar. (The rea- 
son Jesus chose to die before 
the crurifragium was because, 
regarding the death of the 
Messiah, the Scriptures had 
said that “not a bone of the 
lamb will be broken.”’) 

This was an embarrassing 
interview for Joseph. In ask- 
ing for the body for burial, he 
was making known to the Pro- 
curator that he, a member of 
the Great Sanhedrin, the head 
of the well-known Sadducean 
family, was a secret Disciple 
of Jesus. 

Joseph waited. Word came 
back that the Man Jesus had 
died first, just prior to the 
work of the guard with the 
plank. Pilate shrugged. He 
bowed pleasantly and gave per- 
mission for Joseph to take the 
body down, in conformity with 
Jewish custom, and to bury 
the body before the onset of 
the Sabbath. 

The Hebrew senator thanked 
him and hurried out into the 
streets of Jerusalem. There, by 
accident, he met Nicodemus, 
the Pharisee who had once 
sought Jesus in the dead of 
night, and Joseph said he had 
just built a sepulcher in the 
garden at Golgotha and was 
about to inter the body of 
Jesus there. 

Nicodemus did not hesitate. 
He said that he too had been 
strangely moved by the words 
of this Man, and he wanted to 
assist in the funeral arrange- 
ments to see that Jesus was 
buried as an honorable Man. 


It is ironic that when 
Jesus died His burial would 
be arranged not by the stal- 
wart Peter nor the beloved 
John nor any of the men 
who had been close to Him, 
but by a Sadducee, a Phar- 
isee and a pagan. 


The Roman custom was to 
permit the bodies to remain on 
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the cross until the carrion 
birds, the dogs and other small 
animals and insects had had 
sufficient time to reduce the 
body to bones. It was Caesar 
Augustus who broke the cus- 
tom and gave the Jews permis- 
sion to take down those who 
could be certified as dead, and 
bury them before the Sabbath. 

It was Nicodemus who sent 
a servant to his home for 100 
pounds of spices, a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes—which was 
necessary for the final anoint-

ment of the body. Joseph pur- 
chased wide bands of fine linen 
to be used as funeral shrouds 
He also secured other unguents 
and a small downy feather.

Mrs. D. H. writes to say that 
she just loves this column but 
she bets we can’t give her a 
recipe for knishes. Ha! Does 
she just want plain knishes, or 
something fancy? 
har plain cheese knishes, like

Dissolve a cake of granulated 
yeast in a fourth of a cup of 
water and two tablespoons of 
sugar. The sugar stimulates 
the yeast. Beat two eggs slight- 
ly, and mix them with a fourth 
of aicup of oil or melted but- 
ter. Sift together three and 
a half cups of flour and two 
teapoons of sugar, into a mix- 
ing bowl. 


Make a little crater in the 
center of the flour and stir in 
the yeast to absorb a little of 
the flour. Then combine a 
half cup of milk with a half 
cup of water. Now stir in the 
egg and shortening mixture, 
alternatinng with the liquid. 
Stir until most of the dry in- 
gredients have been absorbed 
and the ball of dough can be 
handled with your fingers. 


Turn -out~on a board and 
knead it until it’s smooth and 
elastic; about five\minutes. Put 
it back in the mixing bowl, 
cover it with a towel and let 
it rise at room temperature 
until it doubles in size. Don’t 
hurry it. This should take 
close to two hours. 

You can make your cheese 
filling while the dough is ris- 
ing. Here’s how: 

Combine, in the order listed, 
a pound and a half of dry pot 
cheese run through a sieve, 
half a teaspoon of salt, four to 
six tablespoons of sugar de- 
pending on your taste, a fourth 
of a cup of dry bread crumbs 
(or crushed Wheaties), a table- 
spoon of grated lemon rind and 
two tablespoons of lemon juice. 
Mix it all up and let it chill. 

Now back to the pastry: 
Pinch off balls of dough the 
size of an apple (a medium- 
sized apple), and flatten them 
to a quarter-inch thickness. In

lightly browned. Turn the 
blintzes out, bottom side up, 
on absorbent paper or a clean 
kitchen towel. Spread them 
with filling. roll them up and 
tuck in the sides. 

When all the batter has been 
used you should have about a 
dozen blintzes. Put a generous 
hunk of butter in a large frying 
pan and brown them all over. 
Or, you can put them on a 


buttered cooky sheet and brown 


them in a moderately hot oven. 

The filling is made as fol- 
lows: 

Combine a pound of dry cot- 
tage cheese, two egg yolks, two 
tablespoons of sugar, a dash of 
salt, a dash of cinnamon and, 
if you like it, a few drops of 
vanilla. 

Mix it with a fork to a 
smooth consistency for spread- 
ing, yet thick enough to hold 
its shape when placed on the 
pancakes, Jf it’s too thick, add 
a little beaten egg white, or 
sour cream. If it’s too thin, add 
dry cracker crumbs. 


ANOTHER DISH tradition- 
ally associated with Shevuoth 
is cheese balls, Put a pound of 
dry pot cheese through a soup 
strainer in a mixing bowl. 
Then beat together three eggs, 
a teaspoon of salt and three 
tablespoons of sugar until 
creamy. Then stir in a fourth 
of a teaspoon of cinnamon, a 
half cup of uncooked farina or 
matzo cake meal, three table- 
spoons of dry bread crumbs 
and a fourth of a cup of sifted 
flour. Mix it until]. its smooth, 
and then mix it well with the 
cheese. Form it into 10 balls. 
Have ready five soaked and 
pitted prunes, cut in half. Press 
half a prune into each ball and 
tuck in the gap. Drop them 
into rapidly boiling salted wa- 
ter and cook for 20 minutes. 
Lift them out with a perforated 
spoon as they rise to the top, 
and keep them warm until 
ready to serve. Then serve 
them up with a topping of sour 
cream.
